- “Within the next 60 days, Florida (will 
begin to realize how rich it really ‘has 
grown. By September 1, 1942, the preview. 
of the coming’60 days should be enlarged 
into its true essable magnitude.’ The 
final figures will be staggering. 

Such is the introduction of an editorial, 
evaluation by the St. Petersburg Times of 
Florida’s tax laws as revised by the 1941 
Legislature, and the program of enforce- 
ment sponsored by Governor Holland. } 
* Instead @ having real estate valued at/a 
mere one-half billion dollars, its taxable 

worth should approximate two Dillfons. 
From a mere 50 million dollars worth of 
tangible _ personal property—merchandise 
stocks, plant equipment, house furnishings, 
professional equipment, and other personal- 
ty heretofore escaping taxation—will find 
placement upon the tax rolls and will pro- 
bably show a taxable valuation in the 
neighborhood of $1,000,000,000, that paper 
suggests.
